Lake Tulare, Dried Up Years

Makers of maps have been for some 
years an unfailing source of amuse- 
uient to the people of the southern 
end of the San Joaquin Valley of 
California. Their maps of the state 
invariably show a large blue circle, 
about half the size of San Francisco 
Ray and bearing the caption “ Lak® 
Tulare.” The fact is there is no 
such lake and hasn't been fpr so 
long that it is difficult for the ldest 
inhabitant to remember it. 
Years ago, when the first pio­ 
neers invaded the San Joaquin Va- 
ley there was a real Lake Tulare. It 
covered approximately 108 square 
miles. Geologists are of the opinion 
that at one time in ancient history 
it covered 1,000 square miles. 
The early settlers started reclaim­ 
ing the shallow parts of the lake 
by levees. Later on higher levee* j 
were erected. Slowly the old lake 
was encroached on, until
